DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 27-38 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the examiner agrees 
with the applicant in regards to the novelty and non-obviousness of the invention. 

3. The claims are drawn towards the circumvention, rather than the configuration, of a NAT 
such that a device on the private side may receive a message on the public side. In order to do 
so, the claims are drawn to routers (tether on private side, anchor on pubhc) and a tunnel is 
formed between the two routers for forwarding packets and associating addresses. It is rare to 
tunnel around the NAT and the known art neither teaches nor suggests the combination of 
limitations within the new claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
